The letters written on April 30 were 
handed over to Biolett! to hold, Mrs 
Karr staied, answering Mr. Short, 
who now took up the cross-examina- 
tion. Bioletti was to deliver them 
in case Karr was arrested for “the 
murder.”

Mrs. Ann Biol a weak-voiced, 
meek old lady, who was much puz- 
tied in giving answers of the con- 
tise kind required, eald Karr came to 
ber. at her son's house about 10 in 
the morning of the day the rragety 


happened. 

Karr left a mesenge for Binletti 
that there was “a bid on the place 
and Arthur had to go out and see him 
right away, and if he Widn't go out 
he would bave him arrested next 
day.” 

Bhe gave Bioletti the message when 
he came home to supper. He said 
he was tired and did not want to go 
but she persuaded him to go. 

Arthur Rioletti had a sale a short 
time before this, and the auctioneer 
handed her a bundle containing what 
she presumed were the proceeds of 
the sale She did not know how 
much money it contained.

’ SMALLPOX 


Dr--Patterson, of Winnipeg, who 
Was appointed some time ago by the 
as ¢eneral 
health officer in connection with the 
smallpox outbreak throughout the 
Territories, returned on Thursday 
with Dr. Mackid, distriét health 
officer from~ Cochrane, and left next 
morning in reply to a telegram from 
Wetaskiwin. 

The quaran at Cochrane has 
been raised and the smallpox trouble, 
as far as that district is concerned, is 
at an end. When Interviewed by 
The Herald last night, Dr. Patterson 
expressed hi if strengly In regard 
tu the douving yhith some medical 
men in the nm have attempted to 
circulate as to whether the disesase is 
actually smallpox. He save there is 
not the slightest doubt as to the na- 
ture of the disease; it is undoubtedly 
amalipox, though of a mild type. 
Notwithstanding the mild nature of 
the disease, seven deaths from 
smallpox have been reported since 
the trouble first appeared. 

Dr. Patterson believes in adopting 
the most strigent measures consist- 
ent with the general welfare of the 
country. While in Regina, a few 
days ago, he recommended a policy to 
the. North West government which 
we believe is now being put into the 
operation, 

It includes free vaccination of all 
the school children throughout the 
Territories. Vaccination ts so sim- 
ple an operation than any person of 
ordinary intelligence can be entrust-

‘America on eKin diseases, has ex- 
pressed his opinion that vaccination 
and revaccination, if persisted in. will 
in the near future, render the Can- 
casian or white races practicaly 
immune from smallpox. The only 
virulent form of smallpox now 
known, exists among the dark ekin- 
ned races, where vaccination is prac> 
tically unknown. William Welsh, 
who is probably the foremost bacteri- 
ologist in America, has expressed his 
concurrence With the opinion of Dr. 
Osler. L*, Kaposia, of Vienna, who 
is recognized in.the medical world 
ae the greatest living authority on 
the subject, hae given his opinion 
that chicken pox, varioloid, and vart- 
ola. are practically one and the rame 
disease, the difference between them 
being one of degree. 

Dr. Patterson urges the necessity 
of disinfecting all houses fn which 
sn.alipox patients have been; and for 
the information of the public, he 
states that the best means of disin- 
fecting is to thoroughly wash all the 
wood-work with soapy and warm 
waver, and afterwards saturate it well 
with a solution of bdi-chinrtée of 
mercury, which can be obtainet from 
any durggist From eeht to sixteen 
tablets should be used to each gallon 
of water. After this the room ehould 
be hermetically sealed by pasting 
paper over all the windows and 
doors, then stretching 9 sheet across

ARBITRARY LEGISLATION 


To the Editor of The Herald 

Sir: Autocratic power has been 
given to Mr. Dennis, as deputy com- 
missioner of public works, to fix the 
value of land he may desire to take 
away from settlers. The value of 
his judgment in matters relating to 
land in this country may be judged 
by the Itniquitons§ irrigation ordin- 
ance, as experienced at Springbank, 
irrigation being a fad of Mr. Dennis’ 
although practical residents know 
that frrigation in the foothill country 
ia not a necessity, and a doubtful 
benefit. 

Few settlers seem to be aware 
that under the irrigation ordinance 
they may at any time be compelled 
to pay up to $1 per annum per 
acre on their land, in addition to 
other taxes, whether they need irri- 
gation or not.
